BERLIN (AP) — A Russian guarding a Soviet 
monument in West Berlin was wounded early today 
by shots fired at him and a comrade, a British spokes- 


man said, 


The spokesman said two or 
three shots were fired about 
1:15 a.m, 

The soldier, wounded in the 
arm and left-side, was taken 
by a British military ambu- 
lance’ to East Berlin, the 
spokesman sald, 

The Incident occurred a few 
hours before Red Army units 
were to parade before the 
memorial in honor of the 
58rd anniversary of the  Bol- 
shevik Revolution, 

The official East German 
news agency, in a_ brief 
dispatch that called the inci- 
dent “an unheard-of provoca- 
tion,’ sald officlals did not 
know who fired the shots, 


SLOGANS PAINTED 
“Prelude against Bolshe- 
viem" and “Destroy the Red 
corruption'’ were smeared in 
red and white paint in-a park 
reat area several hundred 
yards from the monument, A 
painted arrow pointed in the 
direction of the memorial 
through the park woods, The 
paint appeared to be fresh 
Police said leaflets found in 


the park called for “‘resist- 
ance against selling, out Ger 
many,” The leaflets were 
signed by the ‘European 
Liberation Front," police 
sald 

Officials in the ~ Soviet 
embassy in Fast. Berlin 
lodged a “‘decisive protest 
with the British military 
administration in West Berlin 


and demanded the necessary 
measures for the immediate 
discovery and serious punish- 
ment of the criminals,” the 
agency said, 

The memorial to Russian 
soldiers in The Second World 
War is in the British sector 
just inside West Berlin, near 
the Brandenburg gate

‘We Grabbed 


Laporte’ 


MONTREAL (CP) — Bernard Lortie, 
19-year-old student arrested Friday, testi- 
fied today at an inquest into the kidnap 
death of Pierre Laporte that he and three 
other men. took/ipart in the abduction of 
the Quebec labor minister Oct. 10. 


Lortie said the other three were Francis 
Simard and brothers Paul Rose and Jacques Rose, 
all of whom- have been named in warrants by 
police, 


Lortie said the four had been thinking and 
talking about kidnapping someoné and decided on 
Laporte, 


The. inquest, adjourned briefly until the 
afternoon without Lortie having testified regarding 
the slaying except to.say he was not at the scene 
on the fatal night; 


He said the 49-year-old Quebec labor. minister 
made a desperate attempt to escape the day before 


he was slain, 
* * * 


The witness said they picked up the labor 
minister from in front of his suburban home, using 
a 1967 model Chevrolet In which Laporte’s body 
was eventually found Oct, 18, 


He said Jacques Rose drové the car and the 
abductors were armed with M-1 automatic rifles. 
Three such rifles were introduced in evidence at 
the inquest, 


On their way to the Laporte house in 
suburban St, Lambert they stopped at a restaurant 
and telephoned the Laporte residence. Jacques 
Rose phoned and Lortie said Jacques was told that 
Laporte had just stepped out, 


When they arrived at the house Laporte was 
crossing the street to pick up a ball. 


“Paul got out with the M-1 and pushed 
Laporte into the car,” Lortie said. 


* * * 


They then drove along Tiffin Road and 
Taschereau Boulevard to St, Hubert to a house. on 
Armstrong Street, They drove into the garage. 


They had previously opened a hole in the wall 


between the garage and the house, 


“We watched Laporte in three shifts around 
the clock,” 


Lortie said he does not recall everything that 
happened. He said Laporte cut himself while trying 
to escape, 


He broke the lower half of a window and had 
the upper part of his body through it when the 
abductors pounced on him and dragged him back.

Lortie said he made bandages by ripping a 
towel into strips; 


Lortie mentioned that among other things 
Laporte lost about “half a quart” of blood from the 
cuts, 


Earlier, evidence was given that Laporte was 


cut on the left wrist, at the base of ‘the right thumb . 


and the upper right chest.

Photographs of Laporte’s body showing 
these wounds were shown to newspaper men at the 
inquest, Clearly visible on Laporte’s neck were the 
marks caused by the medallion chain used to 
strangle him, 


The wounds on Laporte’s wrist, thumb and 
chest were irregular gashes such as one might 
suffer in breaking a window, 


Lortie, of medium height with wavy brown 
hair:and dark brown eyes, seemed a person of in- 
tense disposition as he gave hig evidence. 


He identified clothing worn by Laporte at the 
time of the kidnapping. 


He said that a Laporte letter was written by 
the late minister himself, 


Before being sworn in he replied in the 
negative when asked by Prosecutor Jacques 
Ducros whether he wanted the services of a

Laporte had in his pockets some-credit cards, 
his identity card as a member of the Quebec 
National Assembly and about $60 in cash, 


The kidnappers used the money to buy balbecue 
food from a takeout restaurant, Lortie testified, 


At the time of the kidnapping, Jacques Rose 
was wearing a grey wig, Francis Simard a false 
moustache and Paul Rose a blonde wig. 


Lortie said he was wearing a military cap, 
with a piece of cloth — two eyeholes cut in it — 
tucked under the cap as a mask. 


Lortie said Laporte removed the shirt he was 
wearing, white with green stripes, because it 
became bloodstained but he did not specify when. 
The kidnappers gave him a grey sweater and that 
became part of his death clothing. 


Lortie said Paul Rose left -the Armstrong 
street hideout Wednesday, Oct. 14, and “knew that 
he had been followed by police.” 


Lortie eventually went to meet him. He said 
Paul Rose was clean-shaven and neatly groomed 
when he met him the night of Oct. 16. 


The witness said he departed the St. Hubert 
hideout that evening and went by bus and subway 
to meet Paul Rose at a place near radio station 
CJMS in east-end Montreal. 


He said he told Rose what had happened at the 
hideout — the escape attempt, apparently — and 
Rose gave him an address where he could stay. 
Lortie declined to reveal the address at the inquest, 

“but said he stayed there 10 days. 


After that, he went to a place on Queen Mary 
Road, in west end Montreal, where he said he 
stayed with three persons — Colette Therrien, 
Richard Therrien and Francine Delisle, They were 
not otherwise identified. That is where Lortie was 
arrested,

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Why ‘Permanent’? | 


'T WOULD BE A DEPLORABLE 

-—~indeed a tragic—thing if the 
Commong debate on the unprece- 
dented peacetime legislation to re- 
place regulations of the War Meas- 
ures Act were to continue on the 
level of Thursday’s introduction, 
This is much too important and re- 
percussive a bill to have its sub- 
Stance obscured in parliamentary 
politicking or partisan point-scoring 
while it becomes law. Mr, Douglas 
and some of his followers were ex~- 
aggerated in their reaction; Justice 
Minister ‘Turner was equally out of 
line in referring to their criticism as 
“hysterical voices, shrieking voices,” 

The bill in effect cancels out pub- 
li¢ and personal safeguards that 
were won through centuries of ef- 
fort and reform: such as freedom 
from arrest without a warrant, the 
vight to bail, freedom from search 
without a warrant. And jt earries 
the significant words: “It is hereby 
declared that this act shall operate 
notwithstanding the Canadian Bill 
of Rights.” 


_Admittedly the effects of the bill 
are focused, in that the FLQ is spe- 
cifically mentioned as an illegal or- 
ganization and the measures are 
principally directed against that 
group. But the provisions of the act 
are not so restricted: they apply to 
“any group” that advocates the use 
of force or crime as a means of ac- 
complishing the same governmental 
change advocated by the FLQ. The 
act is further widened by the power 
given to police to search premises 
on suspicion, and to selze persons on 
suspicion that they are doing wrong 
or suspicion that they “are about to 
commit an act” that is wrong. 

Admittedly, too, the bill is re- 
stricted in some particulars—a limi- 
tation on the period during which a 
person may be held without the us- 
ual processes of law, and a set: ter- 
mination date—April 30, 1971. But 


already Prime Minister Trudeau has 
referred to the need “to consider 
the question. of permanent legisla- 
tion with regulations somewhat 
stronger than those under the Crim- 
inal Code and somewhat weaker 
than those under the-War Measures 
Acti.” 
Justice Minister Turner saw such 
a piece of permanent legislation as 
emerging only after study by parlia- 
ment’s standing committee on jus- 
tice and legal affairs, And this, he 
implied, would be a lengthy process. 
But, significantly, he saw it as a 
problem of time rather than of sub- 
stance—the idea of permanent legis- 
lation which would place far-reach- 
ing powers in the hands of the police 
appeared to him, as to Mr. Trudeau, 
to- be a feasible and necessary 
measure for the times in which we 
live. 
It is that growing concept’ in 
—many quarters today, rather than 
the immediate fact of emergency 
legislation, which poses the funda- 
mental danger to our liberties and 
should be arousing concern among 
the public, There is no dire plot by 
our elected leaders to grab dictator- 
ial power in thelr own hands and 
fasten chains on the public, But on 
the basis of the current threats they 
see to the maintenance of law and 
order and public security, they are 
turning to legal machinery which 
will meet such threats. In the pro- 
cess they are tampering with ‘still 
more delicate machinery which was 
designed and preserved — through 
blood, sweat and tears — to provide 
its own protection against the dan- 
gers threatened by such elements as 
the murderous FLQ extremists. 
“Permanent” suspension of any 
part of the Bill of Rights, which it- 
self has hardly yet settled into the 
national consciousness, would be a 


« backward step, and one which no 


threat now current in this country 
appears terrible enough to justify. 


Fishing for an Answer 


OHN MIKA’S OTTAWA RE- 
port to this newspaper following 
the recent Canadian-Soviet fisheries 
discussions outlined clearly the 
problems facing this country in its 
harvest of the sea,- Canadians, and 
United States fisheries experts too, 
want to claim ownership of ‘the sal- 
mon spawned in North American 
river systems.

But salmon, freely swimming the 
sea, show no recognition ‘of their 
North American identity, They 
don’t all stay In their own backyard 
as It is now defined, And Canadians 


and Americans cannot.enforce legal 


controls over foreign fishing fleets 
operating outside North American 
fisherles jurisdictions because no 
jegalt—-mechanism with—one 
exeeption — exists to establish such 
control, 

The exception is the abstention 
clauses written into the North 
Pacific salmon pact signed by 
Canada, the United States _ and 
Japan.in the early post-war years. 
That clause excludes Japan from 
salmon fisheries east of the 175th 
meridian, The prohibition remains 
effective pending possible drafting 


ofa new international. North Pacific 
pact. Japan, restored in strength 
from its earlier post-war. weakness, 
has made no secret of {ts unwilling- 
ness to aecept the abstention 
principle in any future international 
pact covering North Pacific fish- 
eries. 

‘It has been widely argued that 
all' nations capable now, or in the 
future, of sending big fishing fleets 
across the Pacific to areas off our 
shores should combine’ in.an inter- 
national agreement on conservation 
practices, That is basic. If the 
salmon and other species are fished 
to extinction, everybody loses. 


While high-seas conservation

In recent days many people have 
gone out to Goldstream Park to see the 
annual run of coho salmon back to their 
spawning beds, 

Owing to the drastic shortage of 
water in the lakes and reservoirs very 
little has been available to give enough 
flow to enable the fish to get into the 
stream 

To permil 
sufficient water downstream, all users of 
water have been ‘asked to 
conserve all possible, Then, and then 
only, will it be>possible for the fish to 
return and so perpetuate their species 
Otherwise it will mean that three years 
from now there will be no fish, for this 
species lives in a three-year cycle,

It is not only fish that will be 
deprived of life, but many_ other 
creatures that inhabit the. stream, such 
as larvae of the caddisfly, stone fly, may 
fly, the jiny little shrimp-like animals as 
well.as crayfish.

from the family, the tribe, the village, 
the land. Now, in large degree, they are

Pseudo-reality of News 


We are conditioned .to choose enemies 
or friends, to decide whether the’ world 
!s rdund or flat, by newspapers that 
arrive at dusk or breakfast time. We 
experience wars and riots vicariously 
through an electronic box in the living 
room, And often the psuedo-reality of 
this ‘news'’ becomes in our minds 
reality itself, affecting the way we live

That is why Lippmann concluded 
that “the power (of the- media to 
determine each day what shall seem 
impertant and what shall be neglected 
is d power unlike any that has been 
exercised since the Pope lost his hold on 
the secular mind," : 


The question of how and by whom this 
power is to be exercised is an inflamed 
issue in the United States today and not 
only in the minds of Vice-President

Hard to. Accept Homilies 


Put down in print that way, the 
question seems silly and the answer 
seems self-evident. The possession of a 
press “card does not inimunize peoplé 
from prejudice and emotion, it does not 
turn them into bloodless computers, it 


does not guarantee that the pictures of , 


the world they. carry around in their 
heads are necessarily the ‘correct’ 
pictures or that the “pseudo-environ- 
ment" they create each day is a genuine 
mirror of reality, . 

Those are simple and unexceptional 
homilies. But it is hard for the media in 
these times to accept them or to accept 
the- discipline and humility they 
imply 

There’are two reasons for that. The 
first is that the producers of news” in 
America —- ineluding the 308 people who 
produce it for the Post — have been 
going through the same political and 
cultural traumas that have shaken gur 
society in the past 10 years. 

The second reason for the decline of 
discipline-and humility in the media has 


_ humility 


been success. Out of the workings of 
capitalism or social Darwinism — or 
whatever, only the strongest elements 
in-the news industry have survived the 
economic shakeouts of the past 25 
years. What is left is a rich, solidly 
based news oligopoly with billions in 
revenues and ne new competitors in 
sight, 

In this situation, it was almost 
inevitable that the networks, the great 
national newspapers and the new media 
conglomerates should be vulnerable to 
the sins Sen, William Fulbright . at- 
tributed to the government of ethe 
United States. in the 1960s — the 
arrogance of power, the illusion of 
omniscience, 

The same’ thing is happening in the 
universities, in the government, in the 
industrial corporations, in large institu- 
tions of every: kind, Old dogmas and 
rules and rituals are being challenged. 
There are more questions than answers, 
more doubts than certitudes. 

Our of all this and out of public 
dissatisfaction with institutional per- 
formance, a new period of introspection, 
self-analysis and perhaps even candor 
seems to have begun in the news 
industry 

At-+the Post and in media shops all 
over the country the questions that 
ultimately got asked in the 1940s, the 
1950s and the 1960s are being asked 
again; What are we doing here? Why 
are we doing it?" ; 

They are the simplest ‘questions and 
the hardest-to answer, They can also be 
the beginning of the self-discipline and 
that. society can properly 
demand of privileged institutions in the 
20th century

By a more than three-to-one ratio, the general publie is 
eritical,.rather than approving, of Othawa’s suceess in 
handling the unemployment situation 


It's a poor job, say 57%, while only 16% consider it a 
good one, Another 19% rate it as fair. Highest level of 
disappointment lies in the ranks of skilled and unskilled labor 
(63%) and in the provinee of Quebec, (63%). 


In Ontario and the Maritimes, about half the adult 
Population calls the government's performance poor, while 
the West is almost.as critical as Quebec (60%) 


Management and Labor see the situation differently. In 
those homes across the nation, where the head of the 
household is in an executive or professional capacity, about 
half (49%) consider the government actions in trying solving 
the problem unsatisfetory, but almost as many (44%) rate it 
as either good or fair,In Labor, however, almost-two-thirds 
(63%) say it’s a poor job, while only 29% term it good, or 
fair 

Periodically, the Gallup Poll checks the nation's point of 
view on this question, by asking:

This ts no exaggeration, Woodcock in his 
344-page book packs so much history, fact, 
viewpoint and reflection ‘that it will remain 
for many years to come -a valuable source of 
information, ! : 

For example turn to page 152. He tells you 
in a few paragraphs the history of the North 
West Mounted Police and when it was united 
with the former Dominion Police, a federal 
security force, to become the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police, 

Then he tracks its expansion and growth,

makes the observation that it has grown to a 
monolithic national police force and-¢on- 
cludes with the punch line: “Its centraliza- 
tion, its efficiency and even its. relative 
incorruptibility, make it an instrument ready- 
made for the hands of a dictator,” 

No one has to accept this observation or 
many others. that Woodcock makes, but he 
gives the reader plenty to think about. His 
view of Canada is Ike that of an outsider 
scrutinizing all aspects of Canadian life. This 
is the way books of this type. should be 
written, 

Sometimes he is flattering, such as when 
he says that Canada came into existence 
because a group of British colonies did not 
wish to be subjected to the Caesarism that is 
endemic in the American political system, 


As a politival being, he says, the Canadian 
has remained markedly different from the 
American, experimenting with socialiam: and 
social credit, and favoring a parliamentary 
style of government which avoids the dangers 
of disguised dictatorship implicit in the 
American institution of the presidency. 


These conclusions are questionable, There 
is nothing to suggest that Canadians are 
liberty loving individuals. Thousands today 
would welcome a two-party government and 
wish minority political parties blown sky- 
high. 


A year ago when a Toronto University 
historian advocated a system of government 
similar to. that of the United States, not a 
word of protest was heard. The historian's 
view was that the English parliamentary 
system became obsolete when the franchise 
was granted to all classes, 


Perhaps if Woodcock had dig a little 
deeper, he would have come to the conclusion 
that Canadians got their system of govern- 
ment by ‘chance,’ and are not truly 
appreciative of its advantages. 


The second part of his book discusses the 
Canadian class system, the rich, the poor 
the Indians, the Eskimos, Canadian cities and 
various aspects of the nation's politics, There 
is little he misses and some of the things he 
says on these subjects will irritate some 
readers. 

On the Canadian class system, he points 
out quite correctly that it differs from that of 
England and France. British “and French 
workers still take pride in the code of

To quote Woodcock; ‘I know one part of 
suburban Vancouver inhabited mostly by 
foremen and well-paid technicians.The ranch- 
style houses, with their manicured lawns and 
gardens in the, Pacific Coast manner,. are 
almost as large (though more cheaply built) 
as those of doctors and professors who live in 
the University Endowment lands: almost as 
pretentious as those of the exeoutives who 
live on the. mountainsides above West 
Vancouver 

“All three groups in their leisure hours try 
to carry on the same kind of easy, self- 
indulgent, gadget-adorned way of life, a life 
idealized in a local snob magazine like 
Vancouver Life 

And he points out that while class barriers 
are not impenetrable, the workers, no matter 
how skilled or weil paid, do not mingle with 
the doctors and managers and the lawyers 

3 Woodcock could have been somewhat 
blunter and said the class system the 
same as in the United States — is linked with 
the gross national product - 

Its barriers are rigid and some historians 
are now beginning to wonder if North 
America's violent society is not partly due to 
this class system. 

The ‘strange thing is that many Canadians

A lot of research went into this chapter 
and his image, of Canada is supported with 
plenty of facts, 

As this book discusses so many aspects of 
Canadian society, it: is difficult to give an 
overall picture of its content, It has to be 
read from cover ta’ cover, The reward is a 
realistic picture of Canada, 

There are few writers today who can cram 
so many facts and thoughts in one sentence, 
Woodcock doesn't waste words, nor does. he 
pull his punches, 

The Winnipeg-born author, now a resident 
of Vancouver, is a prolific and versatile 
writer, He won the Governor-General's award 
for The Crystal Spirit; A Study of George 
Orwell in 1966, 

His book The British in the Far Eadt is a

BANFF — Ai a cost of $46 ipillion Ottawa has acquired a 
mammoth national centve-for the performing arts, 

For $44 million less, this little town in Alberta has acquired 
a three-part theatre complex, ingeniously designed to meet the 
needs of the town and the Banff School of Fine Arts, 

The theatre's artistic director, Laszlo Funtec,-pointed out 
that ten cities across Canada could have had similar centres, 
all built for $26 million less than the one centre in Ottawa cost. 

In designing. the three-part complex Funtee and his 
colleagues insisted on practical, functional perfection as well as 
architectural suitability. 

The result is a triumph, in a country noted for spending 
milliona of dollars on buildings that look impressive but don't 
work, 

The main part of the complex is the Eric Harvie Theatre, a 
1,000-seat proscenium theatre with fly gallery and computerized 
lighting control, 

An airy, informal foyer around three sides of the 
auditorium is more than large enough to avoid the intermission 
overcrowding of older theatres. 

A collection of paintings by students of the School of Fine 
Arts lines the inside walls, Across the foyer, floor-to-ceiling 
windows look out on forests and mountains 

An added bonus; cornfortable chairs to ait 
pletures, view or conversation 


Funtec found time between a performance of the Royal 
Winnipeg Ballet, and a ‘reception for the company in the foyer 
later, to give a quick guided tour of the theatre complex 

Next to the Eric Harvie is the Margaret Greenham Theatre 
which includes large classrooms and rehearsal rooms 

An important section of this wing is the 300-seat rehearsal 
theatre, a versatile area used as a pre-performance warm-up 
studio or for experimental! theatre 

For rehearsal, the stage can be cut off from the steeply 
Hered audience seats by tall triangular pillars designed by 
Funtec 

The solid seeming but easily movable pillars can also serve 
as backdrops for theatre-in-the-round or other experimental 
work, 

“Not a new idea;"’ Funtec 
this sort of thing.’ 

The recently completed teaching wing provides additional 
classroom and practice facilities for theatre arts and musical 
theatre, opera, ballet and graphic arts, 

Large seminar rooms, with seating around a central point 
rather than in conventional rows, can also be used for lectures, 
seminars and conferences, 

Backstage facilities of the complex include «a costume 
room, with sewing machines lined up by large windows, and 
open storage space for costumes, 

The Banff theatre, as part of the School of Fine Arts, was 
designed with emphasis on teaching 

Othér cities could modify designs to provide maximum 
facilities for community needs. 

Victoria, for instance, would néed adaptations including a 
larger theatre with from 2,500 to 3,000 seats, more emphasis on 
convention facilities, 

The Banff theatre has already been weed as an example for 
a similar project in Austriq 

Tf Austrians look to Banff as an example of what can be 
achieved with a well-designed, versatile, multi-purpose theatre 
complex, perhaps Victorians might take @ look, too

The children chose the 
names for the volunteers in

The volunteer group devel- 
oped from the worle of Jean 
Forrest, the present chair-

When Mrs, Forrest's son 
Was in the children's ward 12 
years ago she saw there was 
4 need for volunteers who 
would have more time than 
the busy nursing staff to 
comfort and entertain the

Some small patients have

MONTREAL (CP) — Bernard Lortie, 
19-year-old student arrested Friday, testi- 
fied today at an inquest into the kidnap 
death of Pierre Laporte that he and three 


the Quebec labor minister Oct, 10. 


Lortie said the other three were Francis 
Simard and brothers Paul Rose and Jacques Rose, 
all of whom have been named in warrants by 
police, 


Lortie said the four had been thinking and 
talking about kidnapping someone and decided on 
Laporte, 


The inquest adjourned briefly until the 
afternoon without Lortie having testified regarding 
the slaying except to say he was not at the scene 
on the fatal night. 


He said the 49-year-old Quebec labor minister 
made a desperate attempt to escape the day before 
he was slain,

The witness said they picked up the labor 
minister from in front of his suburban home, using 
a 1967 model Chevrolet in which Laporte's body 
was eventually found Oct. 18. 


He said Jacques Rose drove the car and the 
abductors were armed. with M-1 automatic rifles. 
Three such rifles were intreduced in evidence at 
the Inquest, 


On their way to the Laporte house in 
suburban St, Lambert they stopped at 4 restaurant 
and telephoned the Laporte residence. Jacques 
Rose phoned and Lortie said Jacques was told that 
Laporte had just stepped out, 


When they arrived at the house Laporte was 
crossing the street to pick up a ball, 


“Paul got out with the M1 and pushed 
Laporte into the car,” Lortie said,

They then drove along Tiffin Road and 
Taschereau Boulevard to St, Hubert to a house on 
Armstrong Street. They drove into the garage. 


They had previously opened a hole in the wall 
between the garage and the house. 


“We watched Laporte in three shifts around 
the clock.” 


Lortie said he does not recall everything that 
happened, He said Laporte cut himself while trying 
to escape, 


He broke the lower half of a window and had 
the upper part of his body through it when the 
abductors pounced on him and dragged him back: 


Lortie said he made bandages by ripping a 
towel into strips. 


Lortie mentioned that among other things 
Laporte lost about “half a quart” of blood from the 
cuts, i 


Earlier, evidence was given that Laporte was 
cut on the left wrist, at the base of the right thumb 
and the upper right chest,

WASHINGTON — Walter Lippmann 
told a story many years ago about an 
island in the ocean where, in 1914, a few 
Englishmen, Frenchinen and Germans 
lived as friends, There were ho 
telephones or radios to the mainland,

D September of that year, the 
islanders gathered at the dock to 
welcome the boat, to get the latest 
news, It was joat then they learned that 
for six weeks, the French and: British 


had been at war with the Germans and~ 


that for six weeks they should have 
been enemies rather than friends, 

The ‘news does that ta us ‘all the 
time, It changes the pictures of the 
world, the pictures of the other people, 
the pictures of ourselves, that we carry 
around in our heads, 

Before the age of -instant mass 
communication, these pietures came 
primarily from the environment -itself; 
from the family, the tribe, the village, 


the land, Now, in large degree, they are - 


acquired second-hand from what Lipp- 
mann called the ‘‘pseudo-environment” 
of the media, 


Pseudo-reality of News 


We are conditioned to choose enemies 
or friends, to decide whether the world 
‘s round or flat, by newspapers that 
arrive at dusk or breakfast time, We 
experience ‘wars and riots’ vicariously 
through an electfOnic box in the living 
room, And often the psuedo-reality of 
this “news” becomes: in our minds 
reality itself, affec —_ the wey we live 
and think and act 


That is why Lippmann concluded 
_that “the power tof the media) to 
determine each day what shall seem 
important and what shall be neglected 
is a-power unlike any that has been 
exercised since the Pope lost hia hold on 
the seqular mind,” 


‘The question of how and by whom this 
power jg to be exercised ia an inflamed 
issue in the United States today and nat 
only in the minds of Vice-President 


Agnew and other critica of the ‘eastern — 


, liberal press,” 


The disenchantment with the media is 
a mass phenomenon, as George Gallup 
noted some months ago, “‘Never in my 
time,"’ he said, “has journaliam of all 
types -- heok publishing, television, 
radio, newspapers, magazines, movies 
~been held in such low esteem," 

One of the central reasons for this 
disaffection. is the realization in the 
country that the power of which 
Lippmann spoke — the power to shape 
the ‘‘psuedo environment’ and the mass 
mind — has fallen into the hands of a 
very small number of men and women, 

Fewer than 1,500 companies own al! 
thedaily newspapers in the United 
States; three companies own the great 
television and radio networks, Fewer 
than 150,000 people — barely one-tenth 
of one per cent of the labor force -~ 
report and edit the ‘news’ and even 
that small number exaggerates the 
distribution of power among the media, 

The Washington Post is a case in 
point, Its 308 reporters, editors, artists 
and photographers decide for a half- 
million readers that shall seem impor 
tant and what shall be neglected each 
day and beyond that, through a news 


ress, at 


service, they sell to more than 300 other 


newspapers the product af those 
- decisions, 
Thus, the influence of these 308 


people extends, in theory at least, into 
millions of American homes, The news 


services run the New York Times, 
the Associa Preas, United Press 
International and Revter have the 


same disproportionate impact, So do the 
radio and television networks, 

The result of all this is oligopoly 
the concentration in the hands of a few 
people of both the ownership of the 
media and control of what is judged to 
be news, They are the new popes ‘in 
their influence on the seoulat mind in 


America and one of the — issues 
confronting them now, as in the past, is 
what doctrine, if any, they should 


propagate. 


Pro-capital, Anti-labor 


The media have gone through three 
of these doctrinal controversies since 
World War Il. The first centered on the 
“one-party press” issue, The charge 
was that media owners, with rare 
exceptions, were Republican in their 
politics, pro-eapital and anti-labor -in 
their economies, and that they shaped 
and twisted the news accordingly. 

This charge was debated-al! through 
the 1940s and 19508 and produced a 
resolution of sorts — an unwritten ethic 
that the news should be “objective,”

The media were farced by this 
experience to re-examine the ‘‘objectiv- 
ity’ ethie, Did i require them to 
report, uneritically, all ‘official’ claims 
and charges? Or were the media 
obliged to become. truth-seekers rather 
than mere reédordiig machines? This 
soul-searching produced another unwrit- 
ten ethic — that the news should reflect 
“reality” rather than official versions of 
reality. 

Reporting “in depth” or “investiga- 
tive reporting’’ became the journalistic 
ideal. Thus, if the Pentagen told you 
there was “light at the end of the tun- 
nel" in Vietnam you were obliged to 
crawl down the tunnel to find out for 
yourself 

The newest doc -trinal issue is just 
beginning to emerge. It involves 


“advocacy journalism” and news mani- 
pulation by the anti-establishment ele- 
ments of the new eylture in America 
Spiro Agnew has harped on this issue 
for months bat he did not invent it.

Working with things, not words 
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convention when millions of television 
viewers reached the judgment that the 
networks hdd abandoned “objectivity,”

The central question is whether the 
100,000 or 150,000 people in America who 
produce the ‘“‘news'’ every day are 
functioning in 1970 as disinterested 
“professionals” or whether they are 
shaping the news to eonform to their: 
own “‘idealogies,"’ passians and private 
visions of reality, 


Hard to Accept Homilies 


Put down in print that way, the 
question seems silly and the answer 
seems self-evident, The possession of a 
press card does not immunize people 
from prejudice and emotion, it does not 
turn them into bloodless computers, it 
does not guarantee that the pictures of 
the world they earry around in their 
heads are necessarily the “correct” 
pictures or that the “‘pseudo-environ- 
ment" they create each day ia a genuine 
mirror of reality, 

Those are simple and unexceptional 
homilies, But it is hard for the media in 
these times to accept them or to accept 
the discipline and humility they 
imply. 

There are two reasons for that. The 
first-is that the producers of news in 
America — including the 308 people who 
produce it for the Post — have been 
going through the same politica) and 
cultural traumas that have shaken our 
society in the past 10 years, 

The second reason for the decline of 
discipline and humility in the media has 


isciplined, Humble 


been success, Out of the workings of 
capitalism or sovial Darwinism or 
whatever, only the strongest elements 
in the news industry have survived the 
economic shakeouts of the past 25 
years, What is left is a rich, solidly 
based news oligopoly with billions in 
revenues and fo new competitors in 
aight, 

In this situation, it was ‘almoat 
inevitable that the networks, the great 
national newspapers and the new media 
conglomerates should. be vulnerable to 
the sins Sen,. William Fulbright at- 
tributed to the ‘government of the 
United States in the 1960s the 
arrogance of power, the illusion of 
omniscience, 

The same thing is happening in the 
universities, in the government, in the 
industrial corporations, in large institu- 
tions of every kind, Old dogmaa and 
rules and rituals are being challenged. 
There are more questions than answers, 
more doubts than certitudes, 

Our of all this and out of public 
dissatisfaction with institutional ‘per- 
formance, a new period of introspection, 
self-analysis and perhaps even candor 
seems to have begun in the news 
industry, 

At the Post and in media- shops all 
over the country the questions that 
ultimately got asked in the 1940s, the 
iGSs and the 1960s are being asked 
again; “What are we doing here? Why 
are we doing it?" 

They are the simplest questions and 
the hardest to answer, They can also be 
the beginning of the self-discipline and 
humility that society can properly 
demand of privileged institutions in the 
20th century

The soldier, wounded in the 
arm and left side, was taken 
by a British military ambu- 
lance to East Berlin, the 
spokesman said, 

The incident occurred a few 
hours before Red Army units 
were to parade before the 
memorial in honor of the 
Sard anniversary of the Bol- 
shevik Revolution, 

The official Kast German 
news agency, in a_ brief 
dispatch that called the inci- 

dent “an unheard-of proveca- 
tion,” said offielals did not 
know who fired the shats, 


SLOGANS PAINTED 

“Prelude against Bolshe- 
vism" and “Destroy the Red 
corruption’ were smeared in 
red and white paint in a park 
rest area several hundred 
yards from the monument. A 
painted arrow pointed in the 
direction of the: memorial 
through the park woods. The 
paint appeared to be fresh 

Police said leaflets found in 
the park called for ‘‘resist- 
ance against selling out Ger- 
many.” The leaflets were 
signed by the “European 
Liberation Front," police 
said, 

Officials in the Soviet 
embassy in East Berlin 
lodged a “decisive protest 
with the British military 
administration in West Berlin 
and demanded the necessary 
measures for the timediate 
discovery and serious punish-

Laporte’ 


MONTREAL (CP) — Bernard Lortie, 
19-year-old student arrested Friday, testi- 
fied today at an inquest into the kidnap 
death of Pierre Laporte that he and three 
other men took part in the abduction of 
the Quebec labor minister Oct. 10. 


Lortie sald the other three were Francis 
Simard and brothers Paul Rose and Jacques Rose, 
all of whom have been named in warrants by 
police. 


Lortie said the four had been thinking and 


talking about kidnapping someone and decided on 
Laporte, , 


The inquest adjourned briefly until the 
afternoon without Lortie having testified regarding 
the slaying except to say he was not at the scene 
on the fatal day, 


He said the 49-year-old Quebee Jabor minister 
made a desperate attempt to escape the day before 
he was slain,

The witness said they picked up the labor 
minister from in front of his suburban home, using 
a 1967 model Chevrolet in which Laporte’s body 
was eventually found Oct, 18. 


He said Jacques Rose drove the car and the 
abductors were armed with M-1 automatic rifles. 
Three such rifles were introduced in evidence at 
the inquest, 


On their way to the Laporte house in 
suburban St, Lambert they stopped at a restaurant 
and telephoned the Laporte residerice. Jacques 
Rose phoned and Lortie said Jacques was told that 
Laporte had just stepped out. 


When they arrived at the house Laporte was 
crossing the street to pick up a ball. e 


“Paul got out with the M-1 and pushed 
Laporte into the car,” Lortie said,

They then drove along Tiffin Road and 
Taschereau Boulevard to St. Hubert to a house on 
Armstrong Street. They drove into the garage. 


They had previously opened.a hole in the wall 
between the garage and the house. 


“We watched Laporte in three shifts around

Lortie said he does not recall everything that 
happened, He said Laporte cut himself while trying 
to escape. 


Hg broke the lower half of a window and had 
the upper part of his body through it when the 
abductors pounded on him and dragged him back, * 


Lortie said-he made bandages by ripping a 
towel into strips, 


Lortie mentioned that among other things 
Laporte lost about “half a quart” of blood from the 
cuts, 


Earlier, evidence was given that Laporte was 
cut on the left wrist;-at the base of the right thumb 
and the upper right-chest.

Photographs of Laporte’s body . showing 
these wounds were shown to newspaper men at the 
inquest. Clearly visible on Laporte’s neck were the 
marks caused by the medallion chain used to

Dykes estimates that 11 
hours of footage will be 
videotaped, CHEK-TY was so 
impressed with the prelimi- 
nary feotage already shot, 
Dykes said, that they offered 
to let the students use their 
editing equipment 

The Urban Crisis project 
involves Edward Milne stu- 
dents from grades 8 through

Videotape equipment is 
simple to opéfate, Shooting 
can take place in ordinary 
light. Grade 11 student Pat
